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Transport projects are set to ‘transform’ town centre

THE Midland Metro’s exten¬ 
sion into Dudley town centre 
has attracted a ‘raft of new in¬ 
vestors’, council bosses have 
revealed. 

Dudley Council’s deputy chief ex¬ 
ecutive Alan Lunt said potential in¬ 
vestors had shown an interest in the 
town centre since it was revealed the 
tram line would be extending to Dud¬ 
ley. 

Work on the £200 million extension is due to 
start next year and it is hoped it will be ready 
in time for the Birmingham Commonwealth 
Games in 2022. 

Mr Lunt was speak¬ 
ing on an expert panel 
put together to talk in 
front of more than 100 
people from businesses 
across the region. 

Officials were invited 
to a special DY5 break¬ 
fast meeting to look at 
the value of ‘Connect¬ 
ing the West Midlands’. 
Mr Lunt said: “We

In another boost for the town centre, the 
long-awaited redevelopment of Dudley bus 
station has also take a huge step forward with 
plans finally being submitted. 

The station will undergo a complete rebuild 
and a junction will be built to allow buses direct 
access onto the Duncan Edwards Way bypass. 

The plans have been lodged with Dudley 
Council by Transport for West Midlands. 

The new station would also link to a major 
retail development planned for the Cavendish 
House office block site.

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Family pay tribute to collision victim 



THE heartbroken family of Stourbridge 
road accident victim Andrew Holdaway 
have paid tribute to him following his 
death in hospital, seven days after being 
seriously injured in a crash in his classic 
car. 

Police are trying to find the occupants 
of the other vehicle involved in the col¬ 
lision, a blue Ford Mondeo, who fled the 
scene. 

Mr Holdaway, aged 62, from Oldswin- 
ford, suffered serious injuries in the ac¬ 
cident in Norton Road, at the junction 
with Harringay Drive in Stourbridge, 
on Bank Holiday Monday and died in 


hospital a week later. His family said 
his death has left ‘a gaping hole’ in their 
hearts that would never be filled 

A statement said: “Beyond all rea¬ 
sonable expectations, dad held on for 
seven whole days. The professionalism 
of all of the healthcare experts and first 
responders gave us as a family the op¬ 
portunity to spend time with my dad we 
would never otherwise have had. 

“We are heartbroken and a gap¬ 
ing hole has been created in all of our 
hearts that will never be filled. But the 
compassion and love we have received 
from hundreds of people known and un¬ 


known to us have helped hold us strong 
and retain faith in humanity, even 
amongst the despair.” 

The crash took place at around 
4.20pm on May 7, when the car Mr 
Holdaway was driving was involved in 
a collision with the Mondeo. 

West Midlands Police officers have 
reissued their appeal for information 
to help trace the three occupants of the 
Mondeo. Sergeant Alan Hands said: 
“Three men were spotted fleeing the 
scene. They ran off along Beech Road 
into the playing fields that lead to Mary 
Stevens Park.” 


War heroes selected

The team of 72 competitors selected to 
at this year’s competi¬ 
tion in Australia was 
unveiled earlier this 
week at Horse Guards 
Parade. 

The group were 
joined by Prime Minis¬ 
ter Theresa May, who 
wished them luck for 
the Games in October. 

Dave Watson, from 
Halesowen, will com¬ 
pete in archery, athlet¬ 
ics and rowing. 

Dave lost both his 
legs and his right forearm when he stepped 
on an improvised explosive device while 
serving with the Scots Dragoon Guards in 
Afghanistan in 2010. 

He said: “Sydney 2018 is a chance to 
prove that there is no limit and that being 
an amputee is not the end of my sporting 
journey. 

“The Invictus Games gives you the 
power to believe in yourself.” 

David trains twice a week with a British 
Athletics coach. He took part in last year’s 
games in Toronto and came home to Roms- 
ley with a gold for discus and bronze medal 
in the shot. 

Also taking part will be Karl Hinett, 
from Tipton, who was petrol-bombed in 
Iraq in 2005, and Lance Corporal Clive 
Smith, from Walsall, given bionic legs after 
an explosion in Afghanistan, who plays 
wheelchair rugby.

THE leader of Dudley Council says 
he hopes to build on a successful 12 
months in a “pivotal year ahead”. 

Councillor Patrick Harley was re¬ 
elected council leader at the annual 
council meeting last Thursday, where 
he also announced some new faces to 
his decision-making cabinet. 

The Kingswinford South councillor 
said one of his key focuses for the next 
year was tackling the state of the bor¬ 
ough’s roads (see page 5). 

He also said the council’s procure¬ 
ment programme would be a central 
focus, as the authority looks to save 
more money in the way it buys in ser¬ 
vices.

Car flipped over in

Emergency services were called to 
the A459 Clarence Street in the early 
hours of Saturday, near the Cafe Ca- 
sita Italian restaurant. 

Three men were left trapped in the 
car after it landed upside down 

They were pulled out by crews from 
The wreckage the following morning Dudley Fire Station. A woman who

was in the car managed to get herself 
out before firefighters arrived. 

The crash happened at around 2am 
and police remained at the scene for 
several hours. 

The vehicle smashed through a 
fence and came to rest on its roof on 
the pavement, narrowly missing a 
front garden.

plan, which was released this week 
(see below). 

He said: “I’m delighted to be tak¬ 
ing up the reins at Holly Hall. I truly 
believe this is an exciting time for my 
school and for the trust as a whole. 
I’m committed to delivering all of the 
strategic priorities in our new plan, as 
I believe the young people of Dudley 
deserve the very best from their edu¬ 
cation.”

£4.5m is to be spent on 

school improvements

TWO of the worst performing 
secondary schools in Dudley 
will be refurbished this sum¬ 
mer as part of plans to im¬ 
prove education. 

Hillcrest School and Community 
College and Holly Hall Academy - 
both rated ‘inadequate’ following 
the most recent Ofsted inspections 
- will see facilities spruced up af¬ 
ter the Dudley Academies Trust 
(DAT) launched its ‘blueprint for 
change’. 

They will get a share of £4.5 million, 
as will Castle High School, rated ‘re¬ 
quires improvement’, and The High 
Areal School, rated ‘good’. 

The four schools, with a total of 
3,515 pupils, have been taken over by 
the Dudley College-run trust in a bid to 
drive up educational standards in the 
borough. 

Standards 

A new strategic plan has been imple¬ 
mented, which has already seen new 
staff brought in to drive up standards 
in English and maths. 

The DAT says that a key issue is that 
the quality of facilities at schools has 
been ‘compromised’ in recent years 
due to a lack of investment. Money 
from the Education and Skills Funding 
Agency will be spent on improvements 
to heating, roofing and glazing. 

Trust chief executive Jo Higgins, said 
there had already been a ‘sea change’ 
at the four schools since the DAT was 
founded six months ago. 

Dudley College principal Lowell Wil¬ 
liams said the Trust would create an 
‘aspirant culture’ in the schools. He 
added: “We have already come a long 
way but there is an even longer journey 
to go if we are to give the young people 
of Dudley the first class education they 
deserve.”

Chamber call 
for action 
after scandal 
of Carillion 

THE damning report on the failure of 
Wolverhampton-based Carillion rais¬ 
es critical concerns around corporate 
governance, says a Black Country 
business leader. 

Corin Crane, chief executive of 
the Black Country Chamber of Com¬ 
merce, said it was essential the report 
was treated with the utmost serious¬ 
ness and Government responds as a 
matter of urgency. 

He said there must be a genuine 
change in the corporate governance of 
big businesses like construction and 
support services giant Carillion, and 
those culpable for Carillion’s failings 
should be held to account. 

Carillion collapsed at the end Jan¬ 
uary with debts of up to £7 billion, 
including £2.6bn in pension liabilities. 

Rotten 

Recently MPs said Carillion’s board 
presided over a ‘rotten corporate cul¬ 
ture’. Directors were too busy ‘stuff¬ 
ing their mouths with gold’ to worry 
about the workers and should face the 
possibility of disqualification, accord¬ 
ing to the scathing final report from a 
joint inquiry of two select committees. 

Carillion became a ‘corporate time 
bomb’, said the Work and Pensions 
and Business Select Committees, de¬ 
scribing Carillion’s rise and fall as 
‘a story of recklessness, hubris and 
greed’. The report also called for a 
potential break-up of the big four 
audit firms - Deloitte, EY, KPMG, 
and PwC - after they ‘waved through’ 
the indebted construction company’s 
accounts. The report also attacked the 
Government for lacking ‘decisiveness 
and bravery’ to tackle the failures. 

Mr Crane said: “Few businesses 
will be surprised about the damning 
picture it paints of what was such an 
important company. 

“It raises critical concerns around 
corporate governance, about the roles 
of the Financial Reporting Council 
and Pensions Regulator, and about 
the longstanding auditors of this busi¬ 
ness.” 

He said the chamber had been in¬ 
volved, along with the West Midlands 
Combined Authority, Wolverhampton 
Council, Black Country Local Enter¬ 
prise Partnership, Black Country 
Growth Hub and the Department of 
Work and Pensions in helping to man¬ 
age the fallout of the Carillion liqui¬ 
dation through the implementation of 
an emergency taskforce.

Dishonest 
gardener is 
ordered to 
pay £2,300 

A ROGUE gardener from Dudley who 
made false claims to attract custom¬ 
ers on Facebook then carried out poor, 
unfinished work has been handed a 
12-month community order. 

James Worsey, who traded as KJGS 
Gardening Services, admitted being 
involved in a fraudulent business. 

Dudley Council, prosecuting, told 
the Dudley Magistrates Court on May 
9 that two customers, from Quarry 
Bank and Halesowen, had paid 
Worsey, of Halesowen Road, to carry 
out garden improvements after seeing 
his claims to have satisfied clients. In 
both cases, he failed to advise of can¬ 
cellation rights and carried work so 
poor that it had to be re-done. 

In Quarry Bank, he installed a 
fence which fell over the following 
day and an artificial lawn, which had 
to be re-laid. 

He also dumped rubbish on a 
neighbour’s garden after charging to 
remove it and failed to return to com¬ 
plete the job or remedy problems. 

In Halesowen he installed another 
artificial lawn, which was so uneven 
it had to be re-laid, failed to lay drains 
properly, charged for a skip he didn’t 
provide and left rubbish on site. 

The court imposed a 12-month com¬ 
munity order on the 27-year-old with 
a six-month curfew between the hours 
of 7.30pm and 7.30am. He was also or¬ 
dered to pay £1,660 in compensation 
and £700 costs. 

Bootcamp training 
on trading estate 

A FORMER soldier has launched a 
bootcamp fitness centre on a Stour¬ 
bridge trading estate. 

Commercial property specialist Bul- 
leys sealed the deal with Empire Fit¬ 
ness at the GK Davies Trading Estate 
on Hayes Lane, Stourbridge. 

Rhys Jenkins-Hayhow, owner of 
Empire Fitness, spent five years in 
the Queens Royal Hussars, serving in 
Afghanistan, Germany and Canada as 
a tank driver, gunner and loader.

Mr Jenkins-Hayhow, aged 26, ini¬ 
tially launched his fitness bootcamp 
in a park but unreliable weather 
made this impractical. He said: “This 
is ideal and users know that it will be 
open regardless of the weather.”

The artist’s impression of the Por¬ 
tersfield development shows shops 
and bars linked by open plan walk¬ 
ways. It is a vision for the future of 
Dudley once the long-awaited demo¬ 
lition of eyesore former office block 
Cavendish House gets the go-ahead. 

Plans have been submitted to Dud¬ 
ley Council by developer Avenbury 
and will go before the planning com¬ 
mittee. 


Bosses said the office block could 
be demolished in the autumn to make 
way for the huge development includ¬ 
ing shops, a cinema, bars and restau¬ 
rants, a gym and accommodation for 
students. 

Dudley Council leader Patrick Har¬ 
ley said: “This is a significant step 
towards creating a bustling town cen¬ 
tre environment with shops, bars and 
restaurants. 

“It still has to go through the 
normal planning procedure but if 
approved this will be the biggest de¬ 
velopment in Dudley in decades.” 


An Avenbury spokesman said: 
“This is an extremely exciting project 
that will be a game-changer for Dud¬ 
ley, alongside all of the other major 
infrastructure and redevelopment 
projects that are happening in the 
town. 

“Dudley is finally getting the in¬ 
vestment and recognition it deserves 
and we’re proud to be playing a part 
in shaping its future.” 

When complete, Portersfield will 
link in with the new bus station and 
connect with the planned £353m Mid¬ 
land Metro extension.

Leader's pledge to mend 
pothole-ridden roads 

AROUND £1 million will be ploughed 
into improving crumbling main 
roads across Dudley over the next 
12 months. 

Major resurfacing schemes will be car¬ 
ried out on A and B roads across the bor¬ 
ough, while potholes will be filled in as 
part of an improvement programme. 

Council leader Patrick Harley has vowed to 
ensure drivers will notice the difference to the 
quality of road surfaces, which he says have 
been neglected for too long. 

But it means large roadworks schemes are 
likely on some of the busiest roads in the bor¬ 
ough. 

It was revealed earlier this year that a fur¬ 
ther £164,000 would be put into fixing roads in 
Dudley, drawn from Department of Transport 
funding. But after the Conservatives secured a 
majority on the council following the local elec¬ 
tions, Councillor Harley said a much larger in¬ 
vestment was planned for the borough’s roads 
with the authority looking to fund the improve¬ 
ments directly. 

Investment 

He said: “I want to make a difference to the 
roads infrastructure and do big things on A 
roads and B roads. 

“We need to put hefty investment in for general 
maintenance and resurfacing. I’m looking to set 
£1 million aside.” 

The council leader said improving the state 
of the borough’s roads was among his top prior¬ 
ities for the next 12 months, saying many were 
desperately in need of repairs. 

He added: “I want people in 12 months’ time 
to say the council has made a difference to the 
road infrastructure. At the moment people 
can’t say that after five years of cut.” 

The condition of many of the Black Coun¬ 
try’s main roads has deteriorated significantly 
following a harsh winter which saw snow fall 
on the region several times. 

Meanwhile, Dudley Council paid out more 
than £22,000 in compensation between 2014 
and 2016 over damaged caused to vehicles by 
potholes.

Meow did Simba get 
in such a tight spot?

JustFires #CatRescue”. 

The RSPCA was also alerted to the 
call at around 8:20pm on May 14. 

It is the second cat that week that 
firefighters had to rescue in the Black 
Country after another was stuck be¬ 
tween the walls of two houses in Wil- 
lenhall the previous Friday. 

Crew members had to remove bricks 
from a garage wall of one of the homes 
in Mill Lane, Willenhall, to free the 
cat. 

It was taken to an RSPCA animal 
hospital in Birmingham where it is 
recovering as the owners could not be 
traced.

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Mothercare to axe 50 stores 
but Merry Hill branch spared 


Dudley to get its own 
beach this summed

A SEASIDE atmosphere is being created for visitors to 
Dudley Zoo despite the attraction’s landlocked location.

The zoo’s Sensory Garden at the top of the site is cur¬ 
rently being transformed into a beach play area which will 
stay in place for the whole summer.

Bowlers with 
blindfolds get 
Beacon insight 


A VISUALLY-IMPAIRED 
tenpin bowling team have 
shown others what it is like 
to bowl when blind. 

The team from the 
Beacon Centre took on a 
sighted team, who all wore 
blacked out goggles to stim¬ 
ulate being blind, during 
a friendly game to raise 
awareness. 

Beacon’s team have 
played teams up and down 
the country winning a host 
of trophies including the 
2016 national champion¬ 
ship. 

The challenge was the 
idea of team captain Ranjit 
Boprai who wanted staff at 
Tenpin Dudley and the Bea¬ 
con Centre to experience 


what it would be like to 
play blind. The 53-year-old 
from Wolverhampton said: 
“I have been playing for the 
past four years and through¬ 
out this time Tenpin Dudley 
has always supported us. 
Without their kind backing 
we could not have high¬ 
lighted the importance of 
the sport and life beyond 
sight loss.” 

Players are guided with 
verbal instructions by a 
sighted volunteer. 

Arwyn Jones, chief exec¬ 
utive officer at the Beacon 
Centre, added: “This was an 
amazing experience.” 

The match was won by 
the Beacon Centre’s visually 
impaired team. 


MOTHERCARE stores in Walsall 
and Stafford are set to close in 
the next 12 months under a plan 
that will see 50 underperforming 
branches axed nationwide. 

But the retailer’s Merry Hill store 
is one of those being saved as part of 
a rescue plan. 

The two store closures will involve 
around 30 of the 800 jobs that will be lost 
through a rescue deal called a company 
voluntary arrangement (CVA). 

If Mothercare’s creditors give the CVA 
the green light it will allow the business 
to close loss-making shops and secure rent 
cuts at other branches. 

The company is not officially identifying

which stores are set for closure, although 
staff have been told. The details were in a 
leaked document circulated among Moth¬ 
ercare’s creditors. 

The branch on Walsall’s Crown Wharf 
Retail Park is listed for closure, along with 
the shop at the Queen’s Retail Park in 
Stafford. 

The document also reveals that other 
local branches, at Merry Hill shopping 
centre, Telford, Solihull and Tamworth, 
are secure. 

Mothercare currently employs about 
3,000 people across 137 outlets in the UK. 
It will cut that number of outlets to 78 in¬ 
itially, and then to 72 by 2022. 


In a statement last week Mothercare 
said: “We regret having to close stores and 
the impact this will have on colleagues. 
However, we had no alternative to execut¬ 
ing a CVA.” 

“The business was in an unsustainable 
situation and was in clear need of an ap¬ 
propriate resolution and today’s compre¬ 
hensive measures provide a renewed and 
stable financial structure for the business, 
and will allow Mothercare to accelerate 
its adaptation to the shifting dynamic to¬ 
wards online.” 

Mark Newton Jones, who was given 
the elbow as chief executive last month, 
will return to once again take the top job. 
The man brought in to replace him, David 
Wood, will now become managing director. 


Tighter leash 
on dogs in 
tower blocks 


DUDLEY Council bosses have opted 
against a ban on pet dogs being allowed in 
the borough’s high-rise blocks, despite a 
majority of consulted tenants wanting dogs 
kept out of flats. 

The number of dogs in high-rise blocks 
in Dudley borough will be ‘reasonably con¬ 
trolled’ in a bid to limit noise nuisance. 

Dudley Council is aiming to cut anti-so¬ 
cial behaviour incidents and disputes in 
flats involving dogs. 

A consultation of tenants found more 
than two-thirds were in favour of banning 
dogs from high rises in the borough. But 
the authority has instead decided to control 
the numbers and educate owners on their 
responsibilities. It adds up to a tougher ap¬ 
proach on dog owners, following reports of 
‘nuisance or aggression’ towards tenants 
and council staff. 

The council will aim to ensure ‘that the 
number of dogs in any block of flats is rea¬ 
sonably controlled’.

Fly-tipper fined £1,100 
for creating this mess

A FLY-TIPPER who was 
caught on camera dumping 
rubbish has been fined more 
than £1,000, in one of four 
successful prosecutions of 
litterbugs by Dudley Council. 

Dennis Rose, aged 51, was 
filmed dumping the rubbish on 
land off Bowling Green Road, in 
Netherton, last July. 

Documents relating to his address 
were found in the waste. After failing 
to respond to letters and a fixed pen¬ 
alty notice, Rose was prosecuted for 
illegally depositing waste. 

Rose, of Brook Lane, Cradley, was 
fined £1,100 - and also ordered to pay 
costs of £295, £150 compensation and 
a victim surcharge of £110 - in his ab¬ 
sence at Dudley Magistrates Court on 
May 9. 

Meanwhile, Robert Jones, 75, of 
Spring Road, Netherton, was also 
fined £220 after he admitted to failing 
to ensure waste was disposed of prop¬ 
erly. He was also ordered to pay £200 
in costs, £150 compensation and a £20 
victim surcharge. 

Bags 

A number of household waste bags 
had been dumped in undergrowth, on 
land off Springfield Avenue, in August 
with documents addressed to Jones 
found in two of the bags. 

In mitigation, the court heard Jones 
had paid a man in a van to remove 
the waste, however he failed to make 
necessary checks and that is why he 
accepted responsibility for the offence. 

Also dealt with by the court was 
35-year-old Amos Price, of Heydon 
Road, Pensnett, who pleaded guilty 
to illegally depositing waste and was 
fined £500 and ordered to pay costs of 
£295, with a £50 victim surcharge. 


Last August he had been hired by 
Summerfield Commercials Ltd to re¬ 
move waste,but Price, who was not a 
registered waste carrier, claimed he 
had then sold the van and its contents 
on. 

The waste, including empty oil 
containers, plastic petrol, cans and 
contaminated oily rags, was found 
dumped in Mullett Park, in Pensnett. 

Summerfield Commercials Ltd, of 


Worcester Road, in Kidderminster, 
also pleaded guilty to failing in its duty 
of care to ensure controlled waste was 
disposed of properly and ordered to 
pay £295 costs and £215 in compen¬ 
sation. 

Dudley Council leader, Councillor 
Patrick Harley, said: “These prosecu¬ 
tions send out a stark warning that we 
will not tolerate this anti-social behav¬ 
iour.”

Thick smoke billows into 
sky above factory yard 


A BLAZE in Brierley Hill sent 
plumes of smoke billowing into the 
sky across the Black Country. 

Thick black smoke was spotted on 
the horizon three miles away from 
the fire raging in Hawbush. 

Around 30 firefighters from Brier¬ 
ley Hill, Haden Cross, Stourbridge, 
Tipton, Dudley and Bilston fire sta¬ 
tions tackled the blaze in a factory 
yard off Bull Street. 

Flames ripped through 12 bales of 
cardboard and wood, say West Mid¬ 
lands Fire Service. 

Crews were called to the scene at 
around 1.10pm on Thursday (May 
17). 

Firefighters worked to stop the 


spread of flames to neighbouring 
warehouses, using water pumped 
from the nearby canal to douse the 
flames. 

Barmaid Becky Wright, of The 
New Wellington pub, in nearby Bret- 
tell Lane, said staff had heard a loud 
bang. 

“We did see a lot of black smoke 
all of a sudden,” she said 

Staff from Hawbush Primary 
School said the school had been un¬ 
affected but black smoke had been 
seen overhead. 

Bystanders saw flames burst from 
behind factory buildings as smoke 
rose. Flames affected an area of 165 
square feet.

First driver

A DRIVER from the West Midlands has be¬ 
come the first motorist to be jailed for 
breaching a region-wide injunction banning 
‘car cruising’. 

West Midlands Police caught Atif Qasim, from 
Alum Rock, Birmingham, racing at breakneck 
speeds in the city.

However, Qasim failed 
to turn up at court but was 
eventually rearrested later 
that month after officers 
tracked him down through 
known associates. 

When he appeared at 
Birmingham Magistrates 
Court on May 8, he was sent 
straight to prison to start a 
seven-month sentence and 
ordered to pay £726 in court 
costs. 

Birmingham police ser¬ 
geant Martin Williams said: 
“Several drivers have been 
arrested and put before the 
courts in recent weeks for 
breaching the injunction. 
They were given suspended 
jail sentences - which means 
if they are caught again 
they will likely end up be¬ 
hind bars - but this is the 
first case of a driver being 
handed an immediate term 
of imprisonment. 

“It should act as a stark 
warning to any motorist 
who thinks they can drive 
dangerously or anti-socially 
on our streets with impu¬ 
nity.”

New laws needed to 
combat online abuse 

THE Government’s digital minister, Stourbridge MP 
Margot James, has revealed she received abuse online 
and reported it to the police. 

It comes as the Government announced new laws will 
be introduced to tackle the internet’s ‘wild west’ in a 
bid to make Britain the ‘safest place in the world’ to be 
online. Many female MPs have reported receiving abuse 
online, and Tory MP Ms James was asked about her own 
experiences. 

Speaking to host Sophy Ridge on Sky’s Ridge On Sun¬ 
day, Ms James said: “I would like to comment just gener¬ 
ally though because I conducted a round table of women 
Parliamentarians earlier this year and, like you, I was 
completely horrified by what I’ve heard. 

“It’s not just Parliamentarians, it’s any woman in 
public life, and some of our famous broadcasters have 
had the most terrible abuse online, which is completely 
unacceptable. If it’s not illegal it should be and I think 
some of it is. 

“I feel very strongly that it shouldn’t be up to the tax¬ 
payer to fund all of the mechanisms by which this con¬ 
tent is removed, which is currently the case, it should 
be up to the platforms themselves. There is sufficient 
artificial intelligence available for them to make a huge 
impression on this and the fact that most of them don’t 
is highly irresponsible, which is why we intend to bring 
in legislation to control it.” 


Attempt 
to block 
extradition 
has failed 

A POLISH man accused of plotting with his 
brother to kidnap a British model in Italy has 
lost a High Court bid to block his extradition. 

Michal Herba, aged 37, who was arrested in the 
Black Country, is alleged to have helped Lukasz 
Herba, 30, with the kidnap of 20-year-old Chloe Ay- 
ling in July. 

Both men deny any wrongdoing and Michal Herba chal¬ 
lenged his extradition to 
Italy, where he faces trial. 

His lawyers argued the 
European arrest warrant is¬ 
sued by the Italian author¬ 
ities was ‘wholly deficient’ 
because it had only stated 
that he was ‘complied’ in 
the alleged kidnap without 
further details of his role. 

But his appeal was dis¬ 
missed by two senior judges, 
who ruled the warrant was 
‘adequate’. 

Drugged 

Italian prosecutors say Ms 
Ayling was lured to Milan 
for a fake photoshoot before 
being drugged, handcuffed 
and bundled into a suitcase 
at the start of a six-day or¬ 
deal. 

The model, from Couls- 
don, Surrey, was allegedly 
driven 120 miles to a remote 
farmhouse near Turin and 
a ransom of 300,000 Euros 
was demanded. 

Lukasz Herba was ar¬ 
rested at the British consu¬ 
late in Milan after driving 
Ms Ayling there on July 17. 

Michal was arrested by 
the National Crime Agency 
in Tividale in August and 
his extradition ordered in 
September. 

Italian police allege the

brothers are part of a group 
calling itself Black Death, 
which is active on the dark 
web selling women as sex 
slaves to buyers in the Mid¬ 
dle East. 

But the brothers claim 
they are not guilty of any 
crime and say they were in¬ 
volved in a ‘publicity stunt’ 
for Ms Ayling’s benefit. 

Speaking after the hear¬ 
ing, Michal Herba’s barris¬ 
ter George Hepburne Scott 
said: “We are carefully con¬ 
sidering the judgment with 
our client and will be decid¬ 
ing whether to apply to ap¬ 
peal to the Supreme Court.” 


Disability support 

WEST Midlands Police has been honoured by the Depart¬ 
ment of Work and Pensions (DWP). It is the first metropol¬ 
itan police force to be recognised for supporting staff with 
disabilities. The force has been named as a disability con¬ 
fident leader by the DWP Head of diversity and inclusion, 
Anthony Burnett, said: “The award of disability leader sta¬ 
tus is a great achievement for the force.”

Wild West 
gun valued 
at £150k 

A VINTAGE American 
Colt pistol was given an 
eye-watering £150,000 val¬ 
uation when the Antiques 
Roadshow visited the Black 
Country Living Museum. 

The gun, which was made 
by Sam Colt in New Jer¬ 
sey, was purchased for just 
£150 by its owner 40 years 
ago. However, in Sunday’s 
episode of the BBC show

I ndie superstars Snow Patrol return 
with their first album in seven years, 
released tomorrow (Friday). 

Wildness finds finds the band searching for clarity, 
connection, and meaning, while staying true to the 
melodic songwriting prowess that brought them to 
minence. 

It taps into something raw and primitive and lead-singer 
and songwriter Gary Lightbody is happy to be back. 
“There are many types of wildness, but I think it can be 
distilled into two: the wildness of the modern age, all 
it’s confusion, illogic and alienation and a more ancient 
wildness. Something primal, alive and beautiful that 
speaks to our true connectivity, our passion, our love, our 
communion with nature and each other. This is the kind 
of wildness the album is centered around. The loss of it. 
Trying to reconnect with it. To remember it.” 

Since their 1998 debut, Songs for Polarbears, Snow 
Patrol have racked up an impressive number of critical 
and commercial accolades, including 15 million global 
album sales, one billion global track streams, five UK 
platinum albums, and are Grammy, Brit Award and 
Mercury Music Prize nominated. 

After their Fallen Empires tour ended in 2012, band 
members Gary multi-instrumentalist Johnny McDaid, 
guitarist Nathan Connolly, bassist Paul Wilson, and 
drummer Jonny Quinn decided to take a step back from 
the band, and focus on their own projects. 

Gary continued his work with his Tired Pony side 
project with members of Belle and Sebastian, R.E.M, 
Reindeer Section and Fresh Young Fellows and moved to 
Los Angeles to begin writing songs for movies (including 
“This Is Flow You Walk On” for 2017’s Gifted), and doing 
a number of high-profile co-writes with Ed Sheeran, 

Taylor Swift, Biffy Clyro and One Direction. Taking an 
extended break from Snow Patrol proved to be a source 
of inspiration, and writing songs that were not pulled 
directly from his own psyche helped heal what Lightbody 
considered to be not so much writer’s block as life block. 


CLARITY 

It was in that search for clarity and connection that 
the songs were written and refined. “I think it’s the first 
record I’ve ever written that I haven’t just asked a bunch 
of questions. 

“I actually tried to figure out why I was unhappy, why I 
feel out of place, why I’m afraid,” says Gary. 

“There’s nothing really to protect myself for - it’s all 
in the album. I want to remember.” This impulse was 
partially inspired by Lightbody’s father, who is suffering 
from dementia. “I think the album is defined by memory 
in a lot of ways,” says Gary, “including my father’s loss of 
memory.” 

Guitarist Nathan adds: “We finished touring Fallen 
Empires and did our last festival in 2013 and we decided 
at that stage that we needed to take a break. We had 
been going for 10 years non-stop. It was a great 10 years 
but we’d been together longer and it was hard. It was 
record, tour, record, tour and we were away a long time. 

“A couple of years ago we decided to get back at it. 
Wildness wasn’t a difficult album to make once we were 
in there. I know Gary had a little writers’ block and he had 
stuff going on and depression, which he’s been open 
about, and alcohol, which is for him to speak about. 

There were distractions for want of a better word, good 
and bad, to keep us away from the band. But last year 
was when we decided it was 100% in the right head 
space. We were excited and keen. I never thought we 
woulnd’t get back together but we didn’t know it would be 
five years. 

“We weren’t sipping cocktails on a beach. The longer 
it takes to make a record the better it has to be when you 
are coming back. We wanted it to be the best record we 
could make and it’s way beyond what we’d hoped for.” 

The songs on Wildness are surefooted, displaying a 
newfound sense of self and purpose, and the rest of the 
band members rose magnificently to the occasion. The 
album is produced once more by the great Jacknife Lee, 
Snow Patrol’s longtime producer and collaborator. Life on 
Earth opens the album with its mission statement, “this 



is something else, this is something else.” Fleal Me feels 
like an ancient hymn: “Finally, after way too many years 
of smashing my body to bits with booze, I met someone 
who helped me find my way back to health and clarity,” 
says Gary. “This song is about her, that journey and is 
dedicated to her.” 

Empress, written for Gary’s goddaughters, is fierce and 
heartfelt, with runaway drums and keen words of wisdom. 
What If This Is All The Love You Ever Get” is a heartstring- 
puller, posing the question nobody wants to ask. 

The last track, Life and Death, is a rumination, and 
a human story of love and forgiveness - mostly self¬ 
forgiveness for Gary, demonstrating that perhaps 
everyone ought to take this long between albums to 
reflect before they write. 

“Seamus Fleaney, my favourite poet of all time, said at 
71 that he was only discovering what some of his poetry 
means, and this is coming from a Nobel Prize-winning 
poet. It’s a great testament to inspiration,” says Gary. 

“Sometimes it takes you five years to write the thing. 
Like now. And you know for sure when you finish an 
album like that, where you’ve poured over every detail 
and put every atom of yourself into it, everything makes 
sense and I bet you I’m never not proud of this record.” 

Wildness has given Snow Patrol the chance to 
reconnect with their fans and move forward after five 
years away. 

Nathan adds: “It’s good to be back. We were always in 
touch. We’re family. We’re brothers, so it wasn’t like we 
didn’t see each other at all, quite the opposite.

“It’s great to be able to do that outside of the band 
because that’s our connection, that’s who we are. We 
were all supportive of each other’s activities. 

“The record and the band kind of happens naturally, 
which is the best thing. At some point, somebody, usually 
Gary, has some songs he’s comfortable or excited about 
and we all get back together.”

Of course, that shouldn’t really 
come as a surprise. When it comes 
to bringing Shakespeare to the 
screen, the BBC has pulled off some 
real coups. 

But King Lear is arguably the most 
impressive yet, giving viewers three 
Oscar winners for the price of one - 
as well as Hopkins in the title role, it 


also stars Emma Thompson as his 
daughter Goneril and Jim 
Broadbent as Gloucester. 

They head a cast that also 
includes recent Hamlet Andrew 
Scott, Emily Watson, Florence 
Pugh, Jim Carter, John Macmillan, 
Jim Carter, Christopher Eccleston, 
Tobias Menzies and Karl Johnson. 

Executive producers Colin 
Callender and Sonia Friedman 
credit Eyre with assembling such an 
incredible collection of actors, but 
the play itself was probably also a 
draw, especially as some consider it 
to be Shakespeare’s finest tragedy. 

This version is set in a fictionalised 
modern-day England, which is now 
a military dictatorship ruled over by 
Lear. He decides to divide his 
kingdom between his three 
daughters according to which of 
them professes to love him most. 
The youngest, Cordelia (Pugh), 
refuses play along and is banished 
as a result. 

However, while the eldest two, 
Goneril and Regan (Watson), may 
have been prepared to publicly 


flatter their father, it’s a very different 
story once they have acquired 
power. 

Meanwhile, Lear’s prime minister, 
Gloucester, is having family 
problems of his own as he is 
betrayed by his son Edmund 
(Macmillan) and his other son, Edgar 
(Scott), is forced to go into hiding. As 
Lear loses his grip on his sanity, the 
kingdom descends into war... 

It’s a story that’s been around for 
centuries - it’s believed that 
Shakespeare took his inspiration 
from the second edition of The 
Chronicles of England, Scotlande, 
and Irelande by Raphael Holinshed, 
published in 1587 - but Scott is 
hoping that this version can bring it 
to a whole new audience. 

The Sherlock star told Digital Spy: 
“People sometimes think, 
‘Shakespeare’s not really for me, 
because I don’t understand that 
particular word’, and that doesn’t 
matter in any way. 

I hate the idea that this kind of 
drama is only for a select few... 
that’s not the way it should be.”

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This hiahland retreat has Scot it all 



The day started damp and cold with little 
signs of improvement when we boarded the 
plane at Manchester airport, but just an hour 
later the sun was out and the air was crisp, 
fresh and clean. 

We had arrived in the Scottish Highlands, having 
flown with Loganairto Inverness. 

It was a perfect flight too. Inverness is far enough 
away to fly at a high enough altitude to miss out on 
any turbulence and after a complimentary cup of 
tea and biscuit and a stunning view of the snow-clad 
Cairngorms we were down on the runway for our one- 
night stay at MacDonald Drumossie Hotel. 

There is plenty to see in the area around Inverness, 
so making a shortlist of sights is tricky. However, you 
can’t go wrong in Scotland with a castle, a loch and 
some good food and we managed to pack all those in, 
and more, before dusk. 

ACTIVE 

First stop, just a short journey from Inverness Airport 
was Cawdor Castle for an exclusive tour organised by 
the Dowager Countess Cawdor herself who still lives at 
the castle, which boasts 74 rooms, 14 bedrooms and 
two kitchens, many of them open to the public. 

The old kitchen was in active use between 1640 and 
1938 and still has the original well dug straight into the 
red rock on which the castle was founded. 

Interestingly, the legend goes that the Thane of 
Cawdor, who had a small castle a mile away, decided 
to build a new stronger tower and was instructed in a 
dream to let a donkey choose where it should be sited. 
A thorn tree was planted in that spot which can be seen 
in tower to this day. 

The Thane of Cawdor’s Shakespearean connection 
is a little off the mark as Cawdor Castle was not built 


until the late 14th century well after King Duncan lost 
any blood or Lady Macbeth much sleep in this particular 
house. 

Outside, Cawdor’s three outstanding gardens with 
herbaceous borders, roses, rhododendrons, a rare blue 
poppy, spring bulbs, contemporary sculptures and a 
wild garden are not to be missed. 

Next on the list was lunch, taken at Loch Ness Lodge, 
an elegant and intimate retreat right on the edge of the 
famous body of water. We were welcomed by Willie 
Cameron, aka ‘Mr Loch Ness’, suitably attired in kilt 


and sporran. Willie is Business Development Director 
at Cobbs Group, who own a number of hotels in the 
local area as well as a cafe chain and the bakery that 
produces delicious Cobbs Cake. 

His executive chef Adam Dwyer pulled out all the 
stops for our private dinner, serving up one Loch Ness 
crispy lamb shoulder, followed by a pan-seared fillet of 
Wester Ross salmon with spiced lentils, foie gras and 
apple and plum chutney and to finish, baked mango 
cream, coconut macaroon, mango gel, coconut sorbet 
and nougatine tuille. Five star delicious. It was then time 


for a bit of monster spotting with a cruise on Loch Ness. 
Jacobite started offering cruises of the legendary Loch 
Ness in 1973. We didn’t spot Nessie although we heard 
plenty of tales and we did see the views of the great glen 
and Urquhart castle ruin. Our hotel for the night was the 
excellent MacDonald Drumossie Hotel. 

Next day, after a full Scottish breakfast, we were at 
Inverness airport and in less than an hour safely back in 
Manchester with our memories of Scotland still fresh in 
our minds.

Kadjar 

By Sharon Walters 


Three years on since launch and Renault’s 
Kadjar is still winning awards. 

Its latest gong was the Used Car of the Year 
and Best Mid-Size SUV in the Auto Express 
Used Car 2018 awards and adds to the 
Kadjar’s growing haul of trophies. The stylish 
crossover won praise from the judges for its 
value, economy, performance, equipment and 
driving dynamics. 

With that cupboard laden with awards I 
thought it was time I got behind the wheel of 
one. 


Options 

There’s a choice of four engines - a 1.2-litre 
TCe and 1.6-litre TCe 165 petrol, 1.5-litre dCi 
110 and 1.6-litre dCi 130 diesels-and five 
trim levels - Expression-i-, Dynamique Nav, 
Dynamique S Nav, Dynamique SE Nav and a 
Sigmature Nav. 

Four gearboxes and 2WD or 4WD are 
offered and prices start at £19,785. 

My test car was the Signature S Nav TCe 
165 which starts at £26,415. For that there’s a 
whole suitcase of specification. 

On the safety front items included are: A 
Visio system with lane departure warning, 
traffic sign recognition and automatic high/low 
beam; ABS; emergency brake assist; elctronic 
stability; hill start assist; blind spot warning; 
front and rear parking sensors; and w hole lot 
more. 

Inside specification includes driver and 
passenger height adjustable seats, eletric 
driver’s seat, leather upholstery, one-touch

easy-folding rear seats, A BOSE sound 
system, rear parking camera and the excellent 
R-LINK 2 multimedia system. 

The system has a 7-inch touchscree, 
TomTom LIVE with EU mapping, three way 
tuner, Bluetooth audio streaming and hands¬ 
free calls, USB and AUX sockets, voice control 
and vehicle applications. And it’s so easy to 
use. 

The car came with the six-speed manual 
transmission which was smooth and clean 
and the 1.7 engine was more than capable 
even when laden five-up with weekend 
luggage. The boot has between 472 and 1,478 
litres of space and has OneTouch easy-folding 
rear seat mechanism, which really is one- 
touch, on Dynamique S and above. 


There is Stop&Start with other fuel savings 
measures. Combined fuel consumption 
officially is 45.6mpg but I only managed 
around 41mpg in very varied driving 
conditions, and with the weekend load! 

With or without a load the ride was 
comfortable and the car coped well with 
country lanes and motorways. 


On the C02 front this engine comes in at 
139g/km with a maximum speed of 127mph 
and 0-62mph in 9.2 seconds. 

Kadjar can be seen as three cars in one - a 
mix of SUV, estate and saloon - and it certainly 
fulfilled all three during my week of driving.

Cycle speedway club on 
track to host the world

HAVING successfully hosted the cream 
of European cycle speedway, East Park 
Wolves are now aiming to make their 
mark on the world stage. 

The club, which operates from the Wolver¬ 
hampton park of the same name, will launch 
a bid to bring the 2021 World Championships 
to the city. 

It comes after the club successfully hosted the Eu¬ 
ropean Championships, attracting big crowds as the 
best riders on the continent went wheel-to-wheel over 
three days of thrilling action. 

East Park Wolves chairman Albert Bentley said: “It 
was an absolutely brilliant weekend for the club. It 
was a great three days of racing. 

Boosted 

“We feel the profile of the club has been boosted 
and we have shown we can handle such a big event. It 
was a massive achievement for all the volunteers who 
work so tirelessly to push the club on. The only bigger 
event in the sport than the Europeans is the worlds, 
so that is logically the next step.” 

The club has now launched a funding drive in order 
to build the permanent toilet block required for their 
bid to be successful. 

Bentley said: “We will need about £10,000 to build 
the toilets by the track and make the other improve¬ 
ments needed, such as a covered pitlane. 

“To many people 2021 will feel a long way off but 
we need to start planning now. Our bid will be lodged 


with British Cycling and they will make the final de¬ 
cision. I think we tick a lot of boxes.” 

Appetites were whetted by the success of the Eu¬ 
ropean Championships, which were won by Czesto¬ 
chowa after a close fought Grand Final which saw the 
Polish rivals edge out their much fancied domestic 
rivals Leszno in the final heat. Local pride was deliv¬ 
ered by Wednesfield Aces, who took the final place on 
the podium ahead of the third of the Polish triumvi¬ 
rate, Torun. 

The Aces, led by junior world champion and former 
East Park youth ace Brandon Whetton, had quali¬ 
fied second behind Leszno in the semi-finals. Torun 
claimed victory in the other semi-final, ahead of Cze¬ 
stochowa. 

Yet it was the latter who would be crowned cham¬ 
pions at the end of the day, former world No.l Mar- 
cin Sczymanski sealing the deal by winning the last 
race of more than 200 staged over the course of the 
tournament. 

“We were treated to some excellent racing,” said 


East Park head coach Bob Prince. “Czestochowa were 
deserved winners in the end. They were not the fa¬ 
vourites at the start but they rode smartly. 

“There were a number of other good performances. 
It was great to see Wednesfield in the final and being 
led by a rider who learned his trade at East Park. 

“Aside from two or three Australian riders, what 
we saw was the best guys in the business going wheel- 
to-wheel. There are not many who can live with them 
when they are on their game. 

“Strength in depth always tells. There are four rid¬ 
ers in a team and a reserve. Over a busy weekend, you 
need everyone to contribute. 

“A lot of hard work went into it from the club’s 
perspective and it has helped raise our profile. If we 
can improve the facilities the way we want, with the 
new toilet block and covered pits, it will make our 
track among the best in the sport.”

Race winner Glenn Irwin opened up 
a sizeable lead but the battle for second 
saw five riders dicing for podium places. 

Rutter finished fourth on track but 
was promoted to third after a five-second 
time penalty for Alastair Seeley. He said: 
“I was delighted to get on to the podium 
and I wasn’t sure where I’d finished to 
be honest as it wasn’t clear if Alastair 
had picked up a penalty or not. 

“I’d have been happy with fourth as 

I felt like I rode well and the bike was 
working well too, so to finish on the po¬ 
dium again was a real nice bonus. We 
were in contention throughout though 
and while it was a hard race, we deserved 
a good finish.” 

Rutter suffered gearbox issues in the 
second superstock race of the meeting, 
getting home 13th - nine places worse 
than the first superstock race last Thurs¬ 
day. The feature seven-lap superbike 
race was the final battle of the day and 
Rutter - who heads to the Isle of Man 
TT races this week - came home sev¬ 
enth after a six-way battle for second 
place.
